1. AT 18:00 LOCAL USUN INFORMED BY SECRETARIAT THAT 
SC CONSULTATIONS TO BE AT 9:30 MARCH 1 1 FOLLOWED BY 
SC MEETING AT 11:00. 

2. SCHAUFELE IMMEDIATELY CALLED COSTA RICAN COUNSELLOR 
TO ASK WHETHER THIS MEANT THAT THERE HAD BEEN GENERAL 
AGREEMENT BY THE PARTIES ON NEW WORDING FOR DRAFT RES. 
COUNSELLOR SAID THAT SYG HAD DEVISED TEXT FOR PARA 6 AFTER 
TELEPHONE CONVERSATION WITH ESENBEL WHICH NOW BEING SENT 
BACK BY TURKISH PERMREP OLCAY FOR TURKISH CLEARANCE. 

3. SCHAUFELE SAID HE THOUGHT THAT, UNDER THESE 
CIRCUMSTANCES, SCHEDULING OF POSSIBLE MEETING TOMORROW 
WAS PRECIPITOUS AND THAT IN ANY CASE USUN HAD NOT BEEN 
CONSULTED. COSTA RICAN COUNSELLOR SAID SOME COUNCIL MEMBERS 
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HAD ASKED FOR MEETING TOMORROW AND SC PRES WANTED TO BE AS 
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FORTHCOMING AS POSSIBLE TO ENABLE SYG TO DEPART AT 
14:45 MARCH 1 1 FOR OPENING UNIDO CONFERENCE IN LIMA. 

4. AMB OLCAY CALLED TO EXPRESS HIS CONCERN ABOUT THIS 
TURN OF EVENTS AND WE BOTH AGREED TO CALL SYG ON THIS 
SUBJECT. WHEN BUFFUM AND SCHAUFELE TALKED TO SYG HE 
CLAIMED NOT TO KNOW THAT SC PRES HAD SCHEDULED CONSULTA- 
TIONS AND MEETING MARCH 11, ALTHOUGH HE HAD DISCUSSED 
POSSIBILITY WITH SYG EARLIER IN DAY. WALDHEIM CLAIMS THAT 
HE DID NOT PRESS SC PRES TO SCHEDULE MEETING FOR HIS 
(WALDHEIM'S) OWN CONVENIENCE. HE DID SAY THAT GREEK PERMREP 
CARAYANNIS AS LATE AS THIS AFTERNOON (AFTER OUR NOON CONVERSA- 
TION WITH CARAYANNIS) HAD BEEN PUSHING HARD FOR NIGHT 
MEETING MARCH 10. 

5. SUBSEQUENTLY BRITISH AND FRENCH INFORMED US THAT THEY 
HAD ALSO NOT BEEN CONSULTED ON TIME OF MEETING. 

6. IN LATER CONVERSATION WITH COSTA RICAN COUNSELLOR 
SCHAUFELE AGAIN EXPRESSED US MISGIVINGS ABOUT SCHEDULING 
MEETING WITHOUT KNOWING EXACTLY WHAT WOULD BE STATE OF PLAY 
TOMORROW MORNING. COUNSELLOR SAID THAT PRES (WHO IS NOW 
WEAK COSTA RICAN PERMREP SINCE FACIO DEPARTURE MARCH 9) 

WOULD BE WILLING TO DELAY MEETING IF CONSULTATIONS 
DEMONSTRATED THAT POSTPONEMENT NECESSARY. SCHAUFELE 
IMPRESSED ON COSTA RICAN COUNSELLOR THAT SYG WAS PREPARED 

TO REMAIN IN NEW YORK LONGER IF NECESSARY. 

7. UNDER PRESENT CIRCUMSTANCES TEXT OF PARA 6 WHICH 
PRESUMABLY WILL BE DISCUSSED TOMORROW READS AS FOLLOWS: 

"REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL ACCORDINGLY TO CONVENE 
THE PARTIES (BEGIN UNDERLINE) UNDER NEW AGREED PROCEDURES 
(END UNDERLINE) AND TO PLACE HIMSELF PERSONALLY AT THEIR DISPOSAL, 
SO THAT THE RESUMPTION, INTENSIFICATION AND THE PROGRESS OF 
COMPREHENSIVE NEGOTIATIONS, (BEGIN UNDERLINE) UNDER HIS 
PERSONAL DIRECTION, (END UNDERLINE) CARRIED ON IN THE SPIRIT 
OF UNDERSTANDING AND OF MODERATION, MIGHT BE FACILITATED, 

AND TO UNDERTAKE A NEW MISSION OF GOOD OFFICES." 

(NEW LANGUAGE UNDERLINED.) 
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8. SYG CLAIMS THAT, IN TELEPHONE CONVERSATION WITH ESENBEL 
MARCH 9, HE SUGGESTED "UNDER HIS PERSONAL AUSPICES" AND THAT 
THE PHRASE "UNDER HIS PERSONAL DIRECTION" WAS DEVISED 
YESTERDAY AFTER HE TALKED WITH GREEK PERMREP. SYG CLAIMS 
ESENBEL SAID THAT AUSPICES OR SOMETHING LIKE IT MIGHT BE 
ACCEPTABLE AND THAT SYG SHOULD SEND FINAL FORMULATION THROUGH 
TURKISH PERMREP TO GOT FOR APPROVAL. 
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9. WE WILL MAKE EVERY EFFORT TO DELAY SC ACTION AS LONG 

AS THERE NOT AGREEMENT ON TEXT. SHOULD FURTHER DELAY PROVE 
IMPOSSIBLE, WE ASSUME THAT WE SHOULD ABSTAIN ON ANY RES WHICH 
CONTAINS ANY VARIATION, INCLUDING THOSE IN PREVIOUS PARA 
NOT ACCEPTABLE TO TURKEY. WE BELIEVE TURKS SHOULD BE 
ABLE ACCEPT SOMETHING LIKE NEW TEXT WHICH. FOR THEIR 
PURPOSES, ADEQUATELY SETS LIMITATIONS ON SYG ROLE, 

ESPECIALLY IF TURKSIH PERMREPS, AS IS LIKELY, ADDS 
TURKISH INTERPRETATION AND RESERVATIONS IN STATEMENT 
AFTER VOTE. HOWEVER, WE REALIZE THAT ESENBEL REJECTED 
"DIRECTION" IN CONVERSATION WITH HARTMAN AND MACOMBER 
AND GREEK PERMREP CLAIMED TURKS HAD DONE SAME WITH SYG. 

IF THIS REMAINS TURKISH POSITION, "UNDER HIM" 

(PARA 1 USUN 753) MAY PROVE TO BE ONLY WORDING WHICH 
COULD POSSIBLY BE ACCEPTED BY ALL PARTIES. 

10. WE WILL TRY IN ANY CASE TO DELAY VOTE UNTIL SECY 
DEPARTS ANKARA. 

1 1 . AFTER ABOVE DRAFTED, TURKISH MISOFF TOLD US THAT, 

DESPITE FAST-FLYING RUMORS TO CONTRARY. GOT HAD BY NO 
MEANS ACCEPTED SYG PROPOSED FORMULA OF "UNDER HIS PERSONAL 
DIRECTION". RATHER. OLCAY HAD POLITELY TURNED DOWN 

SYG, INDICATING THAT OTHER. MORE ACCEPTABLE LANGUAGE WAS 
BEING EXPLORED. TURKISH MISOFF SAID HIS MISSION WOULD 
TRY TO CONTACT ALL SC MEMBERS BEFORE MARCH 1 1 
9:30 AM CONSULTATIONS TO DENY GOT HAD EVER INDICATED IT 
COULD ACCEPT SYG'S FORMULA. 
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
